feet long. 


T h e magnitude of the figures con­ 
cerning the operations of the railways 
of the United States in 189 0, present­ 
ed in Poor’s Manual, is indeed won­ 
derful. When it is remembered that 
the total rev enue of the United States 
for the year ending J une 30, 189 1, 
was $39 2,500,000, the v astness oi 
the earnings of the railroads, $1,086,- 
000,000, may perhaps be better ap­ 
preciated. The net earnings of the 
railroads, 
$341,000,000, 
almost 
equal the gross receipts of the United 
States; and then as to traffic, it is 
hard for the mind to grasp the figures. 
About 1,500,000 passengers a day, 
and ev ery day in the year, almost 
2.000,000 tons of freight per day and 
an av erage of rev enue train mileage of 
ov er 5,000,000 per day. 


O n e of the most copious springs in 
Great Britain is the famed St. Wini­ 
fred’s Well, near the town of Holy- 
well, in Flintshire. 
Tne well is an 
oblong square, about twelv e feet by 
sev en, and its water, say the people 
of the district, lias nev er been known 
to freeze. This latter assertion may 
be true, as, besides containing a fair 
percentage of mineral matters that 
lower its freezing point. The well is 
inside a beautiful chapel, which was 
erected ov er it by Queen Margaret, 
the mother of Henry VII. The water 
thrown up is not less than eighty- 
four hogsheads ev ery minute, and the 
quantity appears to v ary v ery little 
either in drouth or after the heav iest 
rain, showing doubtless that its primi­ 
tiv e sources are numerous and widely 
distributed. St. Winifred’s has been 
♦ he object of many pilgrimages. 


A r e m a r ka b l e 
freak of nature is 
found among the lulls of Delaware 
County, N. Y., in a sunkeu lake cov ­ 
ering about three acres of surface, 
which lies between two parallel ridges 
not far from the New York, Ontario 
A Western Railroad. The whole sur­ 
face of the lake is cov ered with a thick 
growth of moss whose steins extend 
to an unknown depth, but certainly 
further than the arm can reach. Each 
tuft of the moss is of a different color 
from its neighbor, so that the surface 
looks like that of a beautiful colored 
carpet. In walking ov er the v elv ety 
surface the foot sinks down a few 
inches without encountering the water, 
which is at least two feet below the 
•surface. Near the shore, in a few 
places, the water comes to the top. 
The buried pond is a wonderful curi­ 
osity .

Charles Stewart Parnell, tho Great 
Irish Leafier Joins the Urea? 
Majority. 


Mrs. Parnell and the Family Physi­ 
cian the Only Ones Present 
When the End Came. 


L o n d o n . Oct. 8.—Charles Stewart Pi rttell, 
flaying reached the age oi forty-five years, 
is dead. 
His remains lie iii his home at YValsing- 
liam Terrace, Brighton, where only the 
doctors and Ilia vvi e are sa d to have wit­ 
nessed his demise. 
The tim e of Mr. Parnell’s taking off is 
fixed between the hours of l l o’clock and 
m idnight last night, though no tidings of 
the ;act came up to London for the public 
until this morning. To say then that tile 
metropolis was shocked 
with 
surprise 
would not convey even a mild impression 
of the feeling which greeted the news that 
Parnell had died. 
The early day report that Mr. Parnell had 
died by his own hand spread far, and 
among the persons whom it reached was 
Mrs. Parnell. To-night she requests that 
an em phatic denial be given to rum ors that 
her husband comm itted suicide. Shestates

which developed into the fever that killed 
him. 
Mrs. Parnell, Mr. Parnell’s step-daughter 
and the servants, according to the latest 
accounts of the death of Mr. Parnell, were 
the only occupants of the house on Wal- 
singham Terrace when Hie Irish leader ex­ 
pired. 
The end, these later report* state, 
was one of intense agony for the sick man 
until tile m om ent when he became un­ 
conscious and eventually diet! away with­ 
out pain. Owing to Hie suddeness of the 
Irish leader’s illness and to the belie; of bis 
wife and of the attending physicians that 
lie would recover, no friends or relatives o 
his family or that of Mrs. Parnell, ex­ 
cept her daughter, were present at Mr. Par­ 
nell’s bedside when he died.

Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, when in­ 
terviewed regarding Mr. Parneli’s death, 
said that it m ight influence thegovernm ent 
to go to the country on the present legisla­ 
tion, hut he added it was more likely that 
the governm ent would endeavor to pass the 
Irish government bill, with a fair pros|>ect 
that it could be done if the opposition 
would adopt the same attitude toward this 
bill as they had done toward the English 
local election measure, but it would be, he 
thought, late in 1892 before the measure 
could become law. 
Mr. McCarthy added, however, that he 
hoped it would lead to a complete reunion 
of all shades of opinion among Irishm en in 
general and in the Irish Parliam entary 
party in particular. Certainly, he said, it 
will not hinder the progress of autonomy, 
or, in other words, o' the movement for the 
gel I-governm ent ot Ireland. 
FAMILY AFFAIRS. 
London, Oct. 7.—A news agency states 
that among his complicated private affairs 
Mr. Parnell left unsettled the question of 
the custody o. his wife’s younger children. 
“ It is no secret,” says the sam e authority, 
“that Mr. Parnell claimed to be the father 
of 
the two youngest children of Mrs. 
O’Shea.” 
It appears that Mr. and Mrs. Parnell fully 
intended having a religious marriage cere­ 
mony performed, but the vicar of Steyning 
re’used to officiate on the ground that Mrs. 
Parnell was a divorced womau. The vicar, 
however, offered to lend tho use of Ins 
c lurch for the ceremony if Mr. Parnell 
found a clergyman to officiate. The bishop 
oi the diocese then forbade the ceremony, 
a* the parties were already civilly married.

BIOGRAPHICAL. 
Charles S tew art Parnell was born a t Avon­ 
dale, County Wicklow, Ireland, In 1840. 
Ile iu- 
herlted his belligerent aud aggressive qualities 
Irom a source no further back th an his grand­ 
father. Com m odore Charles Stew a rt, the fam ous 
com m ander of the frigate C onstitution, whose 
rem arkabie capture, in single fight, of the two 
British men-of-war L evant and C'yane won for 
hun the surnam e of Old Ironsides. 
On the other side of the house Mr. Parnell was 
the lineal descendant of T hom as Parnell. Esq., 
who owned estates iii Congleton, Cheshire. Eng­ 
land, and settled in Ireland during the reign of 
Cfi aries l l . ab o u t 1630. It would be a laborious 
ta lk to follow out ail the limbs of a genealogical 
as old and la r-s[.reading as th a t widen 
sprung from T hom as Parnell of Cheshire, who 
died about 1700, leaving bi* estates in England 
aud Ireland to hts eldest son. T hom as Parnell. 
Jr., then a fam ous poet aud afterw ard arch­ 
deacon of Cougher,prebendary of Dublin and vicar 
of Finglos*. 
After his death, iu 1717, the baronetcy and 
estates descended to Jo h n Parnell, Esq., mem­ 
ber cf parliam ent for the borough of ti ratiard 
aud subsequently one of the judges of the king s 
bench. 
Ile m arried Mary, da*jgntt-r of T hom as 
W hitshed, lord chief justice of Hie king » bench. 
Tile issue of this union was three sons and one 
daughter. Ti e estates ultim ately descended to 
Jo h n Parnell, b a rt., third son, who w.is re­ 
turned to parliam ent for the iow a of Mary­ 
borough in 1 7 «l. He was com m issioner of tile 
revenue, aud by p aten t of 17*JG w as created a 
baronet of Ireland. 
He m arried Anne W ard, a 
descendant of the I,ady .Sophia W ondout and 
the earl of Peters boro ugh. and died iii 1782, 
leaving one son, the Kt. H on. Sir Jo h n Parnell, 
chancellor of the exchequer, lord of Hie treas­ 
ury and groom of his m ajesty's m ost honorable 
private council, who died in 1801. after a long 
aud distinguisned life, ieaving his eldest son, 
Jo h n Augustus Purneil, heir to bis baronetcy 
and estates. 
Shortly alter the close of the w ar of 1812, in 
which Commodore Stew art, com m ander of the 
cid C onstitution, played so glorious a p art, 
Miss Stew art, his only daughter, went to Rag­ 
land, where she subsequently m arried Sir Jo h n 
Parnell, the third baronet and grandson of the 
Hight Hon. Sir Jo h n Paruell. chancellor of the 
exchequer. They removed to A vondale, iu the 
county ot Wicklow, Ireland, where 
CHARLES STEWART FARNELL. 
was born Iii 1846. 
He wa* educated under a 
p rivate tu to r, and when eighteen veers of age 
was se».t to Magdalene col.eg-. Cambridge, Eng­ 
land. 
Shortly atter graduating he was initiated 
into Irish politic*, and a t once took un the 
cause of tile people. 
W ith the aggressive, irre­ 
pressible blood of the Stew arts on one side an d 
the p a rty spirit and political prestige of the 
Para-dJs on the other, the young graduate was 
a politician by n atu re aud inclination. 
“ B ut," says Mrs. Parnell of her son, “ he did 
not alw ays possess the cool tem per aud presence 
of mind th a t he now shows in his debates in the 
house of com inous. When a boy he grew so 
angry when hi* will was disputed that. I,:- face 
became purple with passion. 
He was im perious 
with the servants, as roost young landlords in 
th a t country are. and until his vi-it to America, 
shortly after he Lev am e of age, he was a bitter 
Conservative in politics.” 
His visit to this country vias p art yon private 
business connected with ins godfather's estate 
and partly to stu d y our institution* and gov­ 
ernm ent. Alter hts ret urn to Ireland ids political 
tenets are said to have changed m arvelously. 
He lowered the rates of hi* tenant* and raised 
the w age'of those iii bis em ploy. 
In W aring 
and deportm ent be became quiet and well bal­ 
anced. 
In 1874 Mrs. Parne.i returned to Amer­ 
ica and settled upon Com m odore S tew art's es­ 
ta te a t Bordentown, N J., wheres: « n o wresides. 
In toe sam e year Charles Mew a rt Partied m ade 
bis first appearance before t be public a* high sher­ 
iff County Wicklow, Ireland. Ile ran for p ar­ 
liam ent on the cath o lic and N ational tic gel 
and was defeated. 
The following year he was 
returned to parliam ent by a large m ajority 
from County Meath. 
His freedom of speech, re­ 
gardless of older aud m ore experienced men, 
soon provoked the hostility of hi* Conservative 
fellow mein tie re. 
He alw ays spoke whenever lie 
■ ..J u m p 
P O V say, and refused to be p u t 
! down, with tile pertinacity of a tru e Stew art. 
He wa* not gifted with rem arkabie eloquence, 
aud wa* never w hat m ay be cal ie* I bt;..'milt. 
But he u a - a ready and fluent sf- aker. in 1878 
he wa*e.ected president of the Home Kuie con­ 
federation. in the place of Mr. Isaac B utt. 
He 
was subsequently elected to represent the city 
of Cork. 
He displayed rem arkable ability both 
as a p arliam entary debater am i tactician, and 
as an organizer in the interest of the irish Horne 
Rule party.- He identibed himself with the ten­ 
an t farmer* of Ireland in the struggles with ab ­ 
senteeism arid high rents, and was chiefly in stru ­ 
m ental in forming and sustaining the land 
league of 1879 80. 
CAUSED GLADSTONE * DOWNFALL. 
The fall of the second Gladstone cabinet is 
chargeable to Charles S tew art Paruell, the Irish 
im itator. Ever since G ladstone's accession to 
the prem iership, the Irish member voted with 
the governm ent. 
Paruell, however, thinking 
th a t Iii* p arty bad been given little else thai. 
promise*, withdrew his support. 
In 1879 Mr, Parnell m ade a visit to th e United 
S tates with tile design ot interesting the Irisb- 
Amerieau population in the cause of tile laud 
league. 
While in th a t co u n try he lectured be­ 
fore several sta te legislatures aud Anally before 
the house of representative* a t W ashington. 
The honor of addressing this branch of congress 
had previously been conferred upon but three 
persons—L afayette. K ossuth and Bishop Eng­ 
land of Charleston. 
Upon bis return home he became b itter in bis 
a ttitu d e tow ards the landlords am i the govern­ 
m ent, and it was charged th a t this led to disor­ 
der in ireland. 
From this charge ne was subse­ 
quently vindicated. In November, 1880, infor­ 
m ation* were laid by the irish atto rn ey general 
against Mr. Parnell and other m em forsof the 
land league executive. The trial ended in a dis­ 
agreem ent of the judges, 
la th e opening of the 
session of 1881 the governm ent brought iii a co­ 
ercion bill, and to th a t measure, as well as to the 
arm s bill. Mr. Parnell and his colleagues offered 
ail obstructions possible, prolonged over seven 
weeks. 
Feb. 3 ne and thirty-four of his follow­ 
ers were rem oved bv the sergeant-at-arm s for 
causing obstruction i.i the house of com m ons. 
L and leagedem onstrations followed the passage 
of the laud act, and the governm ent proclaim ed 
the laud league to be an illegal association, and 
Mr. Paruell issued the ‘ no ren t” ma iii leg to. Mr. 
Parnell rem ained in Kiim aiuham jail till April, 
1882, when be was released on parole ill o rle r 
to atten d the funeral of a relative. He was for­ 
m ally released May 2. Then followed the resig­ 
n atio n of Mr. F o rster and L ord Cowper, tins 
Phoenix P ark m urders aud the storm y debates 
ou the crimes bill. 
In these scenes and the subsequent organiza­ 
tion of the N ational league in 1883, and iii p a r­ 
liam ent iii 1884-5, Mr. Parnell was the m ost 
conspicuous figure. 
On the dissolution of p ar­ 
liam ent he returned, backed by eiglity-five mem­ 
ber*. It was to meet this situ atio u th a t Mr. 
G ladstone proposed home rule. iii which he was 
supported by Mr. Paruell and the whole strength 
of his p arty. 
The sensations growing out of the 
PHrnefl commission and the Times libel suit are 
of to o recent occurrence to need special m ention 
bere. 
M isfottune overtook Mr. Parnell in pub­ 
lic notice of his relation to Mrs. O’Shea, whom 
he recently m arried. The attitu d e of Mr. Glad­ 
stone aud the Irish bishops compelled his depo< 
sition as an Irish leader.

The people of Persia are very un­ 
willing to have a house snake destroy­ 
ed. The creatures do no harm, and 
what is far more important they are 
believed to be tenanted by the spirit 
of the late master of the house. Eng­ 
lish travelers and residents of the 
country naturally entertain a very 
different opinion, and sometimes find 
the superstitions of the natives a tria l 
hard to bear. Dr. Willis in his “Land 
of the Lion and the Sun,” recounts 
one of his own experiences: 
In my first house in Shiraz, an old 
and handsome one, I was continually 
annoyed by a buzzing, as of the wind­ 
ing of clock work. This, I was told, 
proceeded from the snakes, but 
I 
never saw one, though the buzzing 
was to be heard in all parts of the 
house. 
One morning I was attracted by an 
unusual twittering of birds, and on 
looking out sa\v some thirty sparrows 
on the top of a wall, all jumping 
about in an excited manner, chatter­ 
ing and opening their beaks as if en­ 
raged. 
At first I was a t a loss to under­ 
stand the cause of such a commotion, 
but presently I saw a pale yellow 
snake advancing deliberately upon the 
birds from the wooden window frame, 
out of which he hung. They appeared 
to be all of them quite fascinated, and 
none of them attempted to fly away. 
The snake did not take the near­ 
est but deliberately chose one more to 
his liking, and swallowed it. 
Glad to be rid of my buzzing annoy­ 
ances, I got my gun, and, notwith­ 
standing the entreaties of the ser­ 
vants, ^ome of whom wept, assuring 
me tha t the rept ile was inhabited by 
the late master of the house, I gave 
him a dose of duck shot. 
He w as a big snake, about four feet 
long. 
I cut him open and extracted 
the sparrow. After some ten minutes’ 
exposure to the sun the bird got up, 
and in half an hour more flew away, 
apparently unhurt. 
Shortly afterw ard a servant of my 
landlord carne and took away the 
snake's body, and all my own ser­ 
vants sulked and looked black for a 
week. When I spoke to the landlord, 
however, an educated man, he laugh­ 
ed, and simply congratulated me, say­ 
ing tha t the clock winding snake had 
annoyed him for years. I never heard 
the noise again.—Youth’s Companion.

Som e thing About Artificia l Fe rtiliz ­

The elements which generally give 
out first in cultivated soils are nitro­ 
gen, phosphoric acid and 
potash. 
When a soil begifts to show signs of 
unproductiveness, the lack of one or 
all of these constituents is almost uni­ 
versally indicated. 
Nitrogen is one of the essential ele­ 
ments of plant growth, and is most 
available as plant food in the form of 
two of its compounds, nitric acid and 
ammonia. 
Both of these substances 
are produced by the decomposition of 
animal and vegetal^ matter. 
They 
also exist in small quantities in the 
atmosphere, and may be washed down 
into the soil, where they become, in 
one lorm or another, food for plants. 
But the chief supply of nitric acid is 
obtained by the decay of organic m at­ 
ter through the 
chemical 
process 
known as nitrification, by which the 
nitrogen contained in the organic m at­ 
ter is separated from the carbon with 
which it is combined and converted 
into nitric acid. When thus liberated 
the nitric acid combines with certain 
bases in the soil and forms nitrates, 
such as nitrates of lime or soda or 
potash. These nitrates are easily dis­ 
solved and readily absorbed by the 
roots of plants. 
Thus, by the “al­ 
chemy of nature,” nitrogen, which 
rarely exists ill a state to be assimi­ 
lated directly by plants, is trans­ 
formed into available form for their 
use. 
Phosphoric acid, the second of these 
essential elements, is not found in a 
free state, but always iu combination 
with such substance as soda, lime, |k>- 
tasli, etc. The most common form in 
which it is found is phosphate of lime, 
of which bones. South Carolina rock 
and a green mineral know n as apatite, 
are largely composed. 
Potash is usually applied in the 
form of salts, such as carbonate of 
potash, chloride of potash, etc. Wood 
ashes are especially rich in carbonate 
of potash.

I was recently talking with a friend 
who lives only two miles from Mr. C., 
and who marketed last year $ 5 0 0 
worth of strawberries from an acre 
and onehalf, mid he told me that his 
crop would have been nioresatisfac- 
tory and yielded more money if the 
land had been poorer. 
It was a piece 
which had been heavily manured for 
cabbages and 
onions for 
several 
year*, and the growth of foliage was 
excessive and the fruit so soft thut it 
was difficult to get to market, six 
miles away, in a perfect shape. The 
varieties were Bubacii and llaverland 
pollenized with Jessie and Glendale. 
He charged the softness to an over- 
supply of nitrogenous manure in the 
soil, or the same cause that makes 
ivlieat lodge. 
Had this 
field been 
planted to early potatoes, then sowed 
to wheat orstocked with clover, plow­ 
ing under the young clover the next 
spring, and then planted tostrawlier- 
ries, probably 200 bushels of pota­ 
toes and 3 0 of wheat per acre could 
have been taken off without at all im­ 
pairing the soil for strawberries. 
Mr. 
Terry, who, by a three years’ rota ­ 
tion of potatoes, wheat and clover, 
gives no op[M>rtuiiity to the white 
grub, plants strawberries on a rich 
clover sod. and manures but slightly, 
so as not to lodge the wheat w hich fol­ 
lows the straw berries, the latter lieing 
planted in a corner of the potato field. 
Mr. T. gets very successful yields of 
strawberries in this way on land that 
produces one year with another 2H or 
30 bushels of wheat per acre, so this 
is a very good gunge for the requisite 
fertility of strawberry ground.—Vick’s 
Magazine. 


Blind S ta g g e rs m Hogs. 
What is termed blind staggers it. 
hogs when they wheel around or I tin 
against anything as though they were 
blind, is simply an excessive flow of 
blood to the head, caused from some 
slight derangement in 
stomach or 
digestive organs, either caused from 
overfeed or irregular or improper 
food. When the hog is first discover­ 
ed to be affected with staggers, catch 
it and lay it upon its side, and with a 
sharp knife split the skin on its fore­ 
head, immediately over the 
brain, 
Another source of supply j make the split three inches long, and 
one and a half inches 
of the wound on each 
full of line salt, press 
the lips of the wound as close to­ 
gether as you can. Nothing 
more 
will lie necessary, ns the hog will Is? 
well in a few hours. 
I have cured 
cases that were considered hopeless, 
and in less than one hour the hog 
would eat food that was offered it. 
I 
have yet to hear of the first ease 
where the hog died from staggers 
after they had I»een treated in this 
way. 


GOOD HUMOR. 


is the various “potash sa lts,'’ chiefly J skin it back 
obtained from Germany. Tlie chloride ! from the lip 
or “muriate” of ]K>tash is largely used j side and pack 
as a fertilizer in this country. 
Well-made barnyard manure con­ 
tains ail the elements of plant food in 
due proportion and if it can be obtain­ 
ed in sufficient quantity and in the 
best condition the farmer need go no 
farther in quest of fertilizer. 
But it is 
a rare manure heat that has not lost, 
in one way or another, some part of 
its most important elements. It is 
amazing, considering how dependent 
the farmer is upon a full supply of the 
liest fertilizer, that so few take the 
necessary pains to preserve their 
stable niamue in the best way. 
But it is seldom that a soil that has 
been long under cultivation can *m? I 
maintained in a high state of fertility | 
on barnyard manure alone. Artificial j 
manures are needed to supply the nee- i 
essary nitrogen, potash and phos­ 
phoric acid, and so it becomes a j 
question of immense importance to j 
the great agricultural industry that j 
these fertilizers should be what they 
profess to lie, and procurable at a 
price no higher than their real value, j 
The utility of State and 
national 
analyses of these commercial fertili­ 
zers, showing iust what their constit- 1 
uents are, ami the agricultural value I 
of the ingredients, has been thorough­ 
ly demonstrated; for many humbugs 
and extortions have been exposed by j 
them, and no purchaser who will keep 
himself informed on the subject need j 
he deceived into buying a worthless! 
“fertilzer” a t a high—or any—price. 
But in the application of these fer- . 
tilizers the farmer must find out for 
himself by ex periment what his soil I 
lacks. 
Soil analyses are often mis­ 
leading, and it is much better to ap­ 
ply different fertilizers to a number of 
plots und not© their effects. 
In this 
way every farm may become an “ex­ 
periment station,” to the great ad­ 
vantage of the owner.

In 
money we have the sovereign, which is 
also a quid, and in Yorkshire some­ 
times called a “ thick ’un;” while a 
crown, or five-shilling piece, is a plunk 
or “big ’un.” The half-crown is known 
as two-and-six, sometimes as two and 
a tanner. 
The values of English 
money are very deluding to Americans. 
Two shillings for an article doesn't 
sound expensive, but is four shillings 
of American money, and the article 
looked a t from tha t point may be ex­ 
pensive.—Frank Leslie’s Weekly. 


W ha t a Pound of Coa l R e p re se n ts. 
A curious and interesting calcula­ 
tion has been made by Professor 
Rogers, of Washington, on the dyn­ 
amic power of coal. According to the 
professor, a single pound of good 
steam coal has within it dynamic 
power equivalent to the work of one 
man for one day. Three tons of the 
same coal represent a man’s labor for 
the period of 20 years, and one square 
mile of a seam of coal, having a depth 
of four feet only, represents as much 
work as one million men can perform 
in 20 years. Such calculations as the 
above serve to remind us how very 
wasteful our methods of burning fuel 
are, in spite of the efforts of inventors 
in the dire ction of economy. 


W a shing B u tte r in the Churn. 
The churn is sfojqied when the but­ 
ter is in granules, about the size of 
wheat kernels, and has come to the 
top of the buttermilk, shining sweet 
and golden through its whitecovering. 
The buttermilk is then drawn off into 
a pail, which lias a wire sieve set into 
it. 
When the butter granules begin to 
run into the sieve, cold water is 
thrown into the chum upon the but­ 
ter, the cover put oil and the chum 
revolved from one to three times, ac­ 
cording to the temperature of the 
water, as I do not wish to have the 
butter gather until it is thoroughly 
washed and salted. 
Sometimes—not 
often—the butter will seem to hang in 
the buttermilk, will not rise to the 
top, and hardly any buttermilk can 
be drawn off; then a pailful of cold 
water should lie added, the churn re­ 
volved a few times, and the butter­ 
milk can be drawn off as before. The 
butter should not he handled in any 
way either with the hand or ladledur- 
ingt.be washing or salting, as it cannot 
be done without gathering more or 
less, and it is very necessary that 
each granule should lie distinct until 
it receives its seasoning of salt. Sim­ 
ply pour in the water, revolve the 
churn a few times, draw off the water, 
and repeat until the water runs off 
clear. 
If you are so unfortunate as 
to have specks in your cream, this 
washing will remove the particles, so 
that there will l»e none left in the but­ 
ter. 
If this water is very cold—38 
to 40 degrees or lower—the last water 
is warmed to 58 degrees, and the 
churn turned only once; then it is 
drawn off immediately. The butter 
should test about 52 degrees when 
ready to salt; it is then allowed to 
drain while ttie salt is prepared. Un­ 
less 
you have seen freshly washed 
butter just a t this stage, you cannot 
imagine how beautiful it is, each par­ 
ticle by itself, cool and fragrant, and 
of the rich golden color tha t it will be 
ordinarily after standing 24 hours.— 
Mrs. II. I). Shat tuck. 


Re d W a te r. 
This is a disease of badly fed cows 
which suffer from indigestion the re - 
suit of which is to disturb the func­ 
tions of the liver and change the con­ 
dition of the blood. The blood is thin 
and watery from a deficiency of fib- 
rine and red giobules, which are lost 
through the kidneys and communi­ 
cate a dark brown, red or black color 
to the urine. Cattle, feedingin woods 
or swamps and forced to eat coarse 
unwholesome herbage, are usually af­ 
fected in this manner. The method of 
prevention is obvious. The mode of 
cure is to give an active purgative to 
relieve the liver; a pint ot raw linset-d 
or olive oil, with two drachms of pho- 
dophillin, may be given after which 
copious drinks of linseed tea, with two- 
drachm doses of chocolateof potassa. 
add two draclims of powdered ginger, 
should be continued for several days. 
Nutritious and easily digested food, 
as bran mashes cut feed w ith ground 
corn and oats, or chopped oats, 
are 
required.

A great deal has been said of the 
charms 
of 
the old French salons, 
those delightful reunions were the 
brightest spirits of a sparkling era met 
in free and familiar 
converse, each 
showing his own best and drawing 
out the best of others. The peculiar 
grace of the old salon has passed away 
wit hthe days of the old regime. Even in 
France the salon of this century is 
not that of the last. 
“Other people, 
other ways.” The society which com­ 
posed the salons of the eighteenth cent­ 
ury was like a brilliant grow th of pop­ 
pies and corn-flowers nodding and 
moving in the breeze upon the roof a 
thatched cottage. 
Beautiful in itsell, 
this growth is but a token of the 
age 
of 
the 
rotting 
thatch 
and 
that of the ruined dwelling beneath it. 
It needed but the tap of a child’sham ­ 
mer u[>on the tottering lintels, and 
almost in a breath there was nothing 
left but a heap of debris, and here and 
there an astonished flower left living 
and wondering in the midst of the 
destruction. 
Wluit were some of the influences 
which fostered the gay flowers of the 
old salon? First of all was the freedom 
that comes from assured position and 
social equality. 
Bowing to the mon­ 
arch as the one supreme, and ignoring 
the great masses below them with an 
unconscious selfishness incomprehens­ 
ible to-day, the men and women who 
composed the 
salons were on 
a 
social plane that admitted hut slight 
inequalities. They understood each 
other. If there were bickerings and 
jealousies, they were—like the differ­ 
ences in a well-disciplined family—kept 
beneath the surface. 
Every member 
of acircle was known to all theothers, 
not superficially, but thoroughly; not 
only each in his own persoo; but each 
historically, that is, in the history of 
his ancestors: Tins sort ot acquaint­ 
ance is essent ial to the freest ex­ 
change of thought and epigram. 
No 
slight test allusion or turn of a phrase 
is lost. The brightest sallies of wit, 
the keenest flashes of wisdom, are 
those which are uttered in a strictly 
family circle, where ail the members 
are bright and cultivated, and though 
often widely differing, are yet united 
by an electric touch of sympathy. 
This sympathetic freedom was the 
ozone of the French salou. 
Its sun­ 
shine, soft and genial, if not penetrat­ 
ing, was good humor. 
The society of men and women who 
look at all tfiings in the pleasantest 
light, who never take unmeant affronts, 
whose 
presence is always oil upon 
the troubled waters, must of necessity 
be agreeable. The French have always 
appreciated this, and have cultivated 
good humor as a polite accomplish­ 
ment. 
By other nations this has sometimes 
been deemed a token of incincenty. 
Not so. To lie always good humored 
is simply to ignore offenses wrherever 
this is possible; to bear no grudge, to 
utter no rash criticisms, to resj>ect the 
pet foibles of one’s associates; to tol­ 
erate all amiable weaknesses; to not 
see. or, taping, to ignor, all the attempts 
of the rudely nurtured to slight or to 
snub those whom they care not to 
favor; and even to submit to any en­ 
durable amount of imposition rather 
than to disturb the general [>eace—in 
short, to think more of the common 
good w ill and happiness than of one t 
own individual tastes, prejudices, de­ 
sires, or eveu rights that are not es­ 
sential to one’s own moral and phy­ 
sical well-being or to that of other per­ 
sons.—From Harper s Bazar.

Grades of the Ayrshire, Alder­ 
ney or Shorthorns are the best. 
She 
should be of medium size; fine head; 
very broad between the eyes; eye of a 
mild and pleasant expression; small 
horns of a waxy color preferred; 
rather a long neck, which must be 
thin but may be deep; barrel round, 
and ribs arching well from the back; 
body long; back straight; hips broad— 
can scarcely be too much so; tall fall­ 
ing a t right angles with the back, and 
should be long and fine; hind-quarters 
rather long and thin; udder well de­ 
veloped, 
particularly 
the forward 
part of it; teats standing well apart, 
of medium size, and pointing forward; 
the coat should be of medium length 
fine, and of a silky feel; the skin should 
be loose and mellow and of a yellowish 
tinge. 
Experience has taught us tha t a 
cow combining the greatest number 
of {the above points is the most pro­ 
fitable for the dairyman to keep. 
Such a cow will give a greater quanti­ 
ty and a better quality of milk than a 
larger and coarser animal. Our ex­ 
perience has been confined almost en­ 
tirely to the native, but we believe 
tha t judicious crossing with milking 
‘amilies of thoroughbreds would re­ 
sult in immense udvantage to the 
dairy farmer. We would not advise

The eyesight sometimes fails in 
horses as in men, and flie dimness of 
vision causes them to shy a t familiar 
objects. 
A London doctor cured the 
defect by fitting his horse with a pair 
of spectacles. 
“Old process” linseed meal is good 
food for swine, and may profitably 
form part of the ordinary ration. Un­ 
like most other foods that produce 
fat rapidly, it is a laxative, and for 
this reason insures a healthy condi­ 
tion of the system. 


The Poland China hogs originated 
in the Miami Valley, Ohio, as early as 
1835. Since tha t time no blood has 
been introduced. The breed is the 
leading favorite at the West, and is 
noted for size, symmetry, docility, 
early maturity and aptitude to fatten 
at any age. 
At a recent Horticultural Society 
meeting it was suggested that it would 
be a good thing to 
erect 
a 
small 
shanty or packing room in large or­ 
chards. Such a building, it was urged, 
would be found convenient for storing 
the fruit against exposure, and also 
serve as shelter for the pickers from 
a sudden rainfall. 


The National Stockman wisely rec­ 
ommends that boars’ tusks, as well 
as bull’s horns, should l»e removed. 
Depriving a boar of his tusks seems to 
take from him much of his natural 
ferocity, which is often exhibited in a 
very dangerous way. When these of­ 
fensive weapons are gone he willingly 
yields the walk to other farm ani­ 
mals. 
Dehorning cattle is strenuously op­ 
posed by some humane persons on the 
ground of cruelty. It is not a sound 
objection, because cattle frequently 
inflict serious injury upon each other 
with their sharp horns, causing, 
in 
fact, more suffering often than the re­ 
moval of the horn does. 
But the op­ 
eration should be performed, as far as 
possible, when the animal is young; 
and “breeding off” is better than saw 
ing or cutting off. 


A 
Singula r Southe rn Supe rstition 
P re va le n t Among Ne groe s. 


The case of Prof. Jam es Haley, of 
this city, who isdying of blood poison 
frout the effects of breaking the skin 
on his knuckles against the teeth of 
j an enknown man on $ept. 12, recalls 
a popular superstition among 
the 
colored people of the South. They 
believe that some men have blue gums, 
and that the bite of a blue gum is ccr- 
j tain death. 
No one knows how or where the 
superstition originated, but there are 
few negroes in the Southern States 
who are not firm believers in it. 
If the man struck by Professor Haley 
has blue gums, then, according to the 
superstition, nothing can save him, 
and he will be fortunate if he escape* 
the horrors of hydrophobia before 
; death come* to his relief. 
The blue gums are supposed to con­ 
tain a deadly poison. The effect of 
this poison is said to produce frequent­ 
ly spasms in the victim similar to 
hydropiiobia. 
When negroes engage in a rough and 
I tumble fight, they often use their teeth 
with good effect. A negro bitten in a 
fight first tries to ascertain if his op­ 
ponent hod blue gums. 
If his fears 
are confirmed, he makes no effort to 
heal the wounds, but begins a t once 
to prepare for death. 
Imagination 
may have much to do with it, but 
they usually die when they believe 
they have received a bite from a man 
with blue gums. 
This 
fatal superstition is so well 
known in the South that it has often 
been the subject of investigation by 
physicians. 
They have found a few 
negroes whose gums looked blue, but 
they were never able fully to establish 
the fact that the blue gums contained 
poison. 
Most physicians who have investi­ 
gated the matter declare it is a super­ 
stition and nothing more, but tliat 
does not lessen the average negro's 
dread of a man with blue gums. 
A negro who once becomes known as 
a blue gum is ever after a terror to 
other members of his race. 
Should 
he ever become involved in a fight he 
would most likely be shot or stabbed 
before he would have an opportunity 
to poison his antagonist by a bite of 
the teeth. 
In the newscolumns of the southern 
papers stories of death from the bite 
of a blue-gum negro are not infrequent. 
In most 
cases the symptoms are 
those of ordinary blood poisoning. 
Sometimes the victim lingers for 
weeks after lieiuc bitten, finally dying 
in terrible agony. 
In most 
cases, 
however, 
death results within ten 
days.—Baltimore News.

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Som ething A bout A rtificial F e rtiliz­ 
ers 
The elements which generally give 
out first in cultivated soils arc nitro­ 
gen, phosphoric acid and 
potash. 
When a soil begins to show signs of 
unproductiveness, the lack of one or 
all of these constituents is almost uni­ 
versally indicated. 
Nitrogen is one of the essential ele­ 
ments of plant growth, and is most 
available as plant food in the form of 
two of its compounds, nitric acid and 
ammonia. 
Both of these substances 
are produced by the decomposition of 
animal and vegetal^ m atter. 
They 
also exist in small quantities in the 
atmosphere, and may be washed down 
into the soil, where they become, in 
one lorm or another, food for plants. 
But tile chief supply of nitric acid is 
obtained by the decay of organic m at­ 
ter through tho chemical 
process 
known as nitrification, by which the 
nitrogen contained in the organic m at­ 
ter is separated from the carbon with 
which it is combined and converted 
into nitric acid. When thus liberated 
the nitric acid combines with certain 
bases in the soil and forms nitrates, 
such us nitrates of lime or soda or 
potash. These nitrates are easily dis­ 
solved ami readily absorbed by the 
roots of plants. 
Thus, by the “al­ 
chemy of nature,” nitrogen, which 
rarely exists in a state to he assimi­ 
lated directly by plants, is trans­ 
formed into available form for t Heir 
use. 
Phosphoric acid, the second of these 
essential elements, is not found in a 
free state, but always in combination 
with such substance us sodu, lime, po­ 
tash. etc. The most common form iii 
which it is found is phosphate of lime, 
of which bones, South Carolina rock 
and a green mineral known as apatite, 
are largely composed. 
Potash is usually applied iii the 
form of salts, such as carbonate of 
potash, chloride of potash, etc. Wood 
ashes are especially rich iii carbonate 
of potash. Another source of supply 
is the various “potash salts,'’ chiefly 
obtained from Germany. The chloride 
or “m uriate” of potash is largely used 
as a fertilizer in this country. 
Well -made barnyard manure con­ 
tains all the elements of plant food in 
due proportion and if it can be obtain­ 
ed in sufficient quantity and in the 
best condition the farmer need go no j 
farther iii quest of fertilizer. But it is j 
a rare manure heat th at has not lost, 1 
iii one way or another, some part of ; 
its most im portant elements. It is j 
amazing, considering how dependent J 
the farmer is upon a full supply of the j 
best fertilizer, th a t so few take the j 
necessary pains to preserve their j 
stable manure iii the best way. 
But it is seldom th at a soil th at has i 
been long under cultivation can be I 
maintained in a high state of fertility I 
on barnyard manure alone. Artificial J 
manures are needed to supply the nee- j 
essary nitrogen, potash and phos- J 
{•boric acid, and so it becomes a , 
question of immense importance to j 
the great agricultural industry th a t 
these fertilizers should be what they 
profess to la*, and procurable at a 
price no higher than their real value. I 
The utility of State and national 
analyses of these commercial fertili­ 
zers, showing just what- their constit­ 
uents are, and the agricultural value I 
of the ingredients, has been thorough­ 
ly demonstrated; for many humbugs 
and extortions have been exposed by j 
them, and no purchaser who will keep 
himself informed on tile subject need j 
be deceived into buying a worthless I 
“fertilzer” at a high—or any—price. 
But in the application of these fer- j 
iili/.ers the farmer must find out for: 
himself by experiment what his soil I 
lacks. 
Soil analyses are often mis­ 
leading, and it is much better to ap­ 
ply different fertilizers to a number of 
plots and not© their effects. 
In this 
way every farm may become an “ex­ 
periment station,” to the great ad­ 
vantage of the owner.

Land T o o Rich For Straw berries. 
I was recently talking with a friend 
who lives only two miles from Mr. C., 
and who marketed last year $500 
worth of strawberries from an acre 
and onehalf, and he told me th at his 
crop would have been moresatisfac- 
tory and yielded more money if the 
land had been poorer. It was a piece 
which had been heavily manured for 
cabbages and 
onions for 
several 
years, and the growth of foliage was 
excessive and tile fruit so soft th at it 
was difficult to get to market, six 
miles awny, in a perfect shape. The 
varieties were Bubach and llaverland 
pollenized with Jessie and Glendale. 
He charged the softness to an over­ 
supply of nitrogenous manure in the 
soil, or the same cause th at makes 
wheat lodge. Had this 
field been 
planted to early potatoes, then sowed 
to wheat orstocked withclover, plow­ 
ing under the young clover the next 
spring, and then planted to straw ber­ 
ries, probably 200 bushels of pota­ 
toes and BO of wheat per acre could 
have been taken off without a t all im­ 
pairing the soil for strawberries. Mr. 
Terry, who, by a three years’ ro ta ­ 
tion of potatoes, wheat and clover, 
gives no opportunity to the white 
grub, plants strawberries on a rich 
clover sod, and manures but slightly, 
so as not to lodge the wheat which fol­ 
lows the strawberries, the latter being 
planted in a corner of the potato field. 
Mr. T. gets very successful yields of 
strawberries in this way on land th at 
produces one year with another 28 or 
.‘IO bushels of wheat per acre, so this 
is a very good gunge for the requisite 
fertility of strawberry ground.—Vick’s 
Magazine.

B lin d S t a g g e r s in H o g s . 
What is termed blind staggers ii. 
hogs when they wheel around or I un 
against anything as though they were 
blind, is simply an excessive flow of 
blood to the head, caused from some 
slight derangement iii 
stomach or 
digestive organs, either caused from 
overfeed or irregular or improper 
food. When the hog is first discover­ 
ed to be affected with staggers, catch 
it and lay it. upon its side, and with a 
sharp knife split the skin on its fore­ 
head, immediately over the 
brain, 
make the split three inches long, and 
skin it back one and a half inches 
from the lip of the wound on each 
side and pack full of fine salt, press 
the lips of the wound as close to ­ 
gether as you can. Nothing more 
will be necessary, as the hog will be 
well in a few hours. 
I have cured 
cases that were considered hopeless, 
and in less than one hour the hog 
would eat food that was offered it. I 
have yet to hear of the first ease 
where the hog died from staggers 
after they had been treated in this 
way.

W hat a Pound of Coal Represent*. 
A curious and interesting calcula­ 
tion has been made by Professor 
Rogers, of Washington, on the dyn­ 
amic power of coal. According to the 
professor, a single pound of good 
steam coal has within it dynamic 
power equivalent to the work of one 
man for one day. Three tons of the 
same coal represent a m an’s labor for 
the period of 20 years, and one square 
mile of a seam of coal, having a depth 
of four feet only, represents as much 
work as one million men can perform 
in 20 years. Such calculations as the 
above serve to remind us how very 
wasteful our methods of burning fuel 
are, in spite of the efforts of inventors 
in the direction of economy.

The churn is stopped w hen the but­ 
ter is in granules, about the size of 
wheat kernels, ami has come to the 
toj* of the buttermilk, shining sweet 
and golden through its white covering. 
The buttermilk is then drawn off into 
a pail. which has a w ire sieve set into 
it. When tile blitter granules begin to 
run into the sieve, cold water is 
thrown into the churn upon the b u l­ 
ter, the cover put on and tile churn 
revolved from one to three times, ac- 
•ording to I Le tem perature of the 
water, as I do not wish to have the 
butter gather until it is thoroughly 
washed and salted. 
Sometimes—not 
often—the butter will seem to hang in 
the buttermilk, will not rise to the 
top, and hardly any buttermilk can 
be drawn off; then a pailful of cold 
water should lie added, the chum re­ 
volved a few times, and the butter­ 
milk can tie drawn off as before. The 
butter should not be handled in any 
way either with the hand or ladledur- 
ingtbe washing or salting, as itoannot 
be done without gathering more or 
less, and it is very necessary th at 
each granule should be distinct until 
it receives its seasoning of salt. Sim­ 
ply pour in the water, revolve the 
churn a few times, draw off the water, 
and repeat until the water runs off 
clear. If you are so unfortunate as 
to have specks in your cream, this 
washing will remove the particles, so 
th at there will be none left in the but­ 
ter. 
lf this water is very cold—38 
t o 40 degrees or lower—the last water 
is warmed to 58 degrees, and the 
churn turned only once; then it is 
drawn off immediately. The butter 
should test about 52 degrees when 
ready to salt; it is then allowed to 
drain while the salt is prepared. Un­ 
less 
you have seen freshly washed 
butter just a t this stage, you cannot 
imagine how beautiful it is, each par­ 
ticle by itself, cool and fragrant, and 
of the rich golden color th at it will be 
ordinarily after standing 24 hours.— 
Mrs. II. D. Shattuck. 


P o i n t s o f a G o o d Dairy C o w . 
In buying or rearing dairy cows, al­ 
ways try to have them of some good 
breed. Grades of the Ayrshire, Alder­ 
ney or Shorthorns are the best. She 
should be of medium size; fine head; 
very broad between the eyes; eye of a 
mild and pleasant expression; small 
horns of a waxy color preferred; 
rather a long neck, which must be 
thin but may be deep; barrel round, 
and ribs arching well from the back; 
body long; back straight; hips broad— 
can scarcely be too much so; tall fall­ 
ing a t right angles with the back, and 
should be long and fine; hind-quarters 
rather long and thin; udder well de­ 
veloped, 
particularly 
the forward 
part of it; teats standing well apart, 
of medium size, and point ing forward; 
the coat should be of medium length 
fine, and qfa silky feel; the skin should 
be loose and mellow and of a yellowish 
tinge. 
Experience has taught us th a t a 
cow combining the greatest number 
of Jthe above points is the most pro­ 
fitable for the dairym an to keep. 
Such a cow will give a greater quanti­ 
ty and a better quality of milk than a 
larger and coarser animal. Our ex­ 
perience has been confined almost en­ 
tirely to the native, but we believe 
th a t judicious crossing with milking 
’amities of thoroughbreds would re­ 
sult in immense advantage to the 
I dairy farmer. We would not advise

which suffer from indigestion the re 
suit of which is to disturb the func­ 
tions of the liver and change the con­ 
dition of the blood. The blood is thin 
and watery from a deficiency of fib- 
rine and red Globules, which are lost 
through the kidneys and communi­ 
cate adark brown, red or black color 
to the urine. Cattle, feeding in woods 
or swamps and forced to eat coarse 
unwholesome herbage, are usually af­ 
fected iii this manner. The method of 
prevention is obvious. The mode of 
cure is to give an active purgative to 
relieve the liver; a pint of raw linseeil 
or olive oil, with two drachms of pho- 
dophillin, may la* given after which 
copious drinks of I inseed tea, with two- 
drachm doses of chocolate of potassa. 
add two drachms of powdered ginger, 
should be continued for several days. 
Nutritious and easily digested food, 
as bran mashes cut feed with ground 
corn and oats, or chopped oats, are 
required. 


K e e p the Tu rk eys at Home. 
An exchange says th at “Turkeys will 
thrive better and make a bet ter growth 
if they can be given a free range a t 
least till cold weather.” This is very 
true. 
But the late garden crops and 
the newly sowed fields on the farm of 
their owner will not lo? benefitted by 
giving the turkeys t his degree of liber­ 
ty. Neither will the crops and fields 
of neighboring farms l»e made latter 
and, judging from what has occurred 
in the past, it is safe to say th at the 
temper of the owners of these farms 
will not be improved by having their 
land trankled over by flocks of other 
people's turkeys, which are combining 
I health!.ii exercise with asearch for 
I forage. If a man wants to let histur- 
I keys roam over his own land, he has a 
I right to do so, even if they do prove 
| mischievous, but he can hardly go so 
j far as to claim a right to allow them 
j to range in gardens mid fields which 
i belong to other men. 


Agricultural Brevities. 
Kindly care of 
stock 
promotes 
growth and increases fatness. 
The Shropshire sheep is one of the 
best of the m utton breeds, and gives 
a good fleece besides. 


W ith many crops the margin of 
profit and loss is determined by 
the 
greater or less care bestowed in their 
cultivation. 
At the Eastern Maine Fair a cheese 
manufacturer exhibited several eight- 
pound cheeses—just the thin:* for fam­ 
ily supply where a large cheese is not 
wanted. 
The eyesight sometimes fails in 
horses as in men, and the dimness of 
vision causes them to shy a t familiar 
objects. A London doctor cured the 
defect by fitting his horse with a pair 
of spectacles. 
“Old process” linseed meal is good 
food for swine, and may profitably 
form part of the ordinary ration. Un­ 
like most other foods th a t produce 
fat rapidly, it is a laxative, and for 
this reason insures a healthy condi­ 
tion of the system. 
The Poland Olina hogs originated 
in the Miami Valley, Ohio, as early as 
1835. Since th a t time no blood has 
been introduced. The breed is the 
leading favorite a t the West, and is 
noted for size, symmetry, docility, 
early m aturity and aptitude to fatten 
at any age. 
At a recent H orticultural Society 
meeting it was suggested th at it would 
be a good thing to 
erect 
a 
small 
shanty or packing room in large or­ 
chards. Such a building, it was urged, 
would be found convenient for storing 
the fruit against exposure, and also 
serve as shelter for the pickers from 
a sudden rainfall. 
The National Stockman wisely rec­ 
ommends th at boars’ tusks, as well 
as bull’s horns, should be removed. 
Depriving a boar of his tusks seems to 
take from him much of his natural 
ferocity, which is often ex hi bi tell in a 
very dangerous way. When these of­ 
fensive weapons are gone he willingly 
yields the \yalk to other farm ani­ 
mals. 
Dehorning cattle is strenuously op­ 
posed by some humane persons on the 
ground of cruelty. It is not a sound 
objection, because cattle frequently 
inflict serious injury upon each other 
with their sharp horns, causing, 
in 
fact, more suffering often than the re­ 
moval of the horn does. But the op­ 
eration should be performed, as far as 
possible, when the animal is young; 
and “breeding off” is better than saw 


It H as a Social Value W hich Is Not 
Easily G verestim ated. 
A great deal has been said of the 
charms 
of the old French salons, 
those delightful reunions were the 
brightest spirits of asparkling era met 
in free and familiar 
converse, each 
showing his own best and drawing 
out the best of others. Tile peculiar 
grace of the old salon has passed away 
wit lithe days of the old regime. Even in 
France the salon of this century is 
not th at of the last. “Other people, 
other ways.” The society which com­ 
posed the salons of the eighteenth cent­ 
ury waslike abrilliantgrow th of pop­ 
pies and corn-flowers nodding and 
moving in the breeze upon the roof a 
thatched cottage. Beautiful in itself, 
this growth is but a token of the 
age 
of the 
rotting 
thatch 
and 
tiiat of the ruined dwell ing beneath it. 
It needed but the tap of a child’sham ­ 
mer upon the tottering lintels, and 
alm ost in a breath there was nothing 
left but a heap of debris, and here and 
there an astonished flower left living 
and wondering in the midst of the 
destruction. 
W hat were some of the influences 
which fostered the gay flowers of the 
old salon? First of all was the freedom 
th a t comes from assured posit ion and 
social equality. Bowing to the mon­ 
arch as the one supreme, and ignoring 
the great masses below them with an 
unconscious selfishness incomprehens­ 
ible to-day, the men and women who 
composed the 
salons were on 
a 
social plane th at adm itted but slight 
inequalities. They understood each 
other. If there were bickerings and 
jealousies, they were—like the differ­ 
ences in a well-disciplined family—kept 
beneath the surface. Every member 
of acircle was known to all the others, 
not superficially, but thoroughly; not 
only each in his own person; but each 
historically, th at is, in the history of 
his ancestors: This sort ol acquaint­ 
ance is essent ial to the freest ex­ 
change of thought and epigram. No 
slight test allusion or turn of a phrase 
is lost. The brightest sallies of wit, 
the keenest flashes of wisdom, are 
those which are uttered in a strictly 
family circle, where all toe members 
are bright and cultivated, and though 
often widely differing, are yet united 
by an electric touch of sympathy. 
This sympathetic freedom was the 
ozone of the French salon. Its sun­ 
shine, soft and genial, if not penetrat­ 
ing, was good humor. 
The society of men and women who 
look at all tilings in the pleasantest 
light, who never take unmeant affronts, 
whose 
presence is always oil upon 
the troubled waters, must of necessity 
be agreeable. The French have always 
appreciated this, and have cultivated 
good humor as a polite accomplish­ 
ment. 
By other nations this has sometimes 
been deemed a token of incincerity. 
Not so. To he always good humored 
is simply to ignore offenses wherever 
this is possible; to bear no grudge; to 
utter no rash criticisms; to resj>ect the 
pet foibles of one’s associates; to tol­ 
erate all amiable weaknesses; to not 
see, or, sj^ing, to ignor, all the attem pts 
of the rudely nurtured to slight or to 
snub those whom they care not to 
favor; and even to submit to any en­ 
durable am ount of imposition rather 
than to disturb the general peace—in 
short, to think more of the common 
good will and happiness than of one s 
own individual tastes, prejudices, de­ 
sires, or even rights th at are not es­ 
sential to one’s own moral and phy­ 
sical well-being or to th at of other per­ 
sons.—From H arper's Bazar.

A 
Singular Southern Superstition 
Prevalent Am ong N e g r o e s . 


Tlie case of Prof. Jam es Haley, of 
this city, who is dying of blood poison 
from the effects of breaking the skin 
on his knuckles against the teeth of 
an unknown man on Sept. 12, recalls 
a popular superstition among 
the 
colored people of the South. They 
believe th at some men have bluegums, 
and th at the bite of a blue gum is cer­ 
tain death. 
No one knows how or where the 
superstition originated, but there are 
few negroes in the Southern States 
who are not firm believers in it. 
If the man struck by Professor Haley 
has blue gums, then, according to the 
superstition, nothing can save him, 
and he will be fortunate if he escapes 
the horrors of hydrophobia before 
death comes to his relief. 
The blue gums are supposed to con­ 
tain a deadly poison. The effect of 
this poison is said to produce frequent­ 
ly spasms in the victim similar to 
hydrophobia. 
When negroes engage in a rough and 
tumble fight, they often use their teeth 
with good effect. A negro bitten in a 
fight first tries to ascertain if his op­ 
ponent had blue gums, lf his fears 
are confirmed, he makes no effort to 
heal the wounds, but begins at once 
to prepare for death. Imagination 
may have much to do with it, but 
they usually die when they believe 
they have received a bite from a man 
with blue gums. 
This fatal superstition is so well 
known in the South th at it has often 
been the subject of investigation by 
physician*. 
They have found a few 
negroes whose gums looked blue, but 
they were never able fully to establish 
the fact th at the blue gums contained 
poison. 
Most physicians who have investi­ 
gated the m atter declare it is a super­ 
stition and nothing more, but th at 
does not lessen the average negro’s 
dread of a man with blue gums. 
A negro who once becomes known as 
a blue gum is ever after a terror to 
other members of his race. 
Should 
he ever become involved in a fight he 
would most likely be shot or stabbed 
before he would have an opportunity 
to poison his antagonist by a bite of 
the teeth. 
In the news columns of the southern 
papers stories of death from the bite 
of a blue-gum negro are not infrequent. 
In most cases the symptoms are 
those of ordinary blood poisoning. 
Sometimes the victim lingers for 
weeks after being bitten, finally dying 
in terrible agony. 
In most 
cases, 
however, 
death results within ten 
days.—Baltimore News.

T h e magnitude of the figures con­ 
cerning the operations of the railways 
of the United States in 1890, present­ 
ed in Poor's Manual, is indeed won­ 
derful. When it is remembered that 
the total revenue of the United States 
for the year ending June 30, 1891, 
was $392,500,000, the vastness of 
the earnings of the railroads, $1,080,- 
000,000, may perhaps be better ap­ 
preciated. The net earnings of the 
railroads, 
$341,000,000, 
almost 
equal tlie gross receipts of the United 
States; and then as to traffic, it is 
hard for the mind to grasp the figures. 
About 1,500,000 passengers a day, 
and every day in the year, almost 
2.000,000 tons of freight per day and 
an average of revenue tram mileage of 
over 5,000,000 per day. 


O n e of the most copious springs in 
Great Britain is the famed St. Wini­ 
fred’s Well, near the town of Holy- 
well, in Flintshire. 
Tne well is an 
oblong square, about twelve feet by 
seven, ami its water, say the people 
of the district, has never been known 
to freeze. This latter assertion may 
be true, as, besides containing a fair 
percentage of mineral matters that 
lower its freezing point. 
The well is 
inside a beautiful chapel, which was 
erected over it by Queen Margaret, 
the mother of Henry VII. The water 
thrown up is not less than eighty- 
four hogsheads every minute, and the 
quantity appears to vary very little 
either in drouth or after the heaviest 
rain, showing doubtless that its primi­ 
tive sources are numerous and widely 
distributed. St. Winifred’s has been

Mrs. Parnell and the Family Physi­ 
cian the Only Ones Present 
When the End Came. 


L o ndon, Oct. 8.—Charles Stewart IYrnell, 
having reached tiie age of forty-five years, 
is dead. 
H is rem ains lie in h it home at Walsing- 
haui Terrace, Brighton, where only tlie 
doctors and his vvi e are sa d to have wit­ 
nessed his demise. 
The tim e of Mr. Parnell’s taking off is 
fixed between tlie hours of 11 o ’clock and 
m idnight last night, though no tidings of 
the fact came up to London for the public 
until this m orning. 
To say then that the 
m etropolis was shocked 
with 
surprise 
would not convey even a m ild im pression 
of the feeling which greeted the news that 
Parnell had died. 
The early day report that Mr. Parnell had 
died by his own hand spread far, and 
am ong the persons whom it reached wa* 
Mrs. Parnell. To-night she requests that 
an em phatic denial he given lo rum ors that 
her hrusband com m itted suicide. 
She state* 
that he had 
LONG StTFEKKD FROM RUEUMATISM. 
which developed into the fever that killed 
him. 
Mrs. Parnell, Mr. Parnell’s step-daughter 
and the servants, according to the latest 
accounts of the death of Mr. Parnell, were 
the only occunants of the house on Wal- 
singham Terrace when the Irish leader ex­ 
pired. 
The end, these later report* state, 
was one of intense agony lor the sick man 
until the m om ent when he became un­ 
conscious and eventually died away w ith­ 
out pain. Owing to the suddeness of the 
Irish leader’s illness and to tiie belie: of his 
wife and of the attending physicians that 
he would recover, no friends or relatives o 
his ianiily or that of Mr*. Parnell, ex­ 
cept her daughter, were present at Mr. Par­ 
nell’s bedside when he died. 
From the day he took to his bed, the 
state of Mr. Parnell’s health was sucli as to 
necessitate the constant attendance of two 
physicians, but in spite of their incessant 
and untiring efforts to prolong or to aave 
his lile, Mr. Parnell sank lower and lower

man.

Ihilon, It was privately adm itted that Mr. 
Parnell was greatly depressed, ami that he 
felt hiruseif obliged to resort to stim ulant* 
in order to sustain his nerves. 
At Creeps, Kept. 27 last, Mr. Parnell com­ 
plained ot suffering from a peculiar pain in 
the region ot the heart, which pain, he 
said, had never troubled him before.

was in addition to the rheum at o trouble 
in the arm which has already been re- 
lerrtd to. 
L IK 8 A THUNDERBOLT. 
London, Oct. 7.—In thiscity particularly, 
tbe news of Mr. Parnell’s death came down 
like a thunderbolt upon the clubs and iu 
political circles. 
Nobod3\ so far as at first 
known, was even aware that he was indis­ 
posed and consequently, when it became 
known th at the Irish leader was dead, 
naturally the first idea formed was that he 
had com m itted suic’de. 
Telegrams received here Irom Dublin and 
other towns in Ireland and the principal 
towns in E ngland unite in reporting that 
tne death of Parnell has caused the greatest 
sensation am ong his supporters, princi­ 
pally on account of tbe sudden m anner in 
which he died. 
In Dublin the late Irish leader’s support­ 
ers are iu a state ol consternation. 
A meet- 
in g o f these friends ot Mr. Parnell was hastily 
called as soon as the news of his death be­ 
came known, ami at this meeting, which 
was only a prelim inary gathering, it was 
decided that a meeting o fa ll Mr. Parnell’s 
followers in th at c ty should be called to 
con*ider w hat steps to take in the face of 
what may be term ed a most disastrous event 
for their party. 


TH E POLITICAL EFFECT. 


L o n d o n , Oct. 7.—In an interview to-day, 
Justin McCarthy, m em ber of parliam ent 
for Londonderry and leader o. tlie anti- 
Parnell faction of the Irish Parliam entary 
[>arty, discussing the political effect of Mr. 
P arnell’s death, said that it was im possible 
to forecast the political effect of the death 
of Mr. Parnell. 
Rt. Hon. Joseph Cham berlain, when in­ 
terviewed regarding Mr. Parnell’s death, 
said that it m ight influence the governm ent 
to go to the country on the present legisla­ 
tion, but he added it was more likely tiiat 
the governm ent would endeavor to pass the 
Irish governm ent bill, with a fair prospect 
that it could be done if the opposition 
would adopt the sam e attitude tow ard this 
bill as they had done tow ard the English 
local election measure, but it would be, he 
thought, late in 1892 before the measure 
could become law. 
Mr. McCarthy added, however, that he 
hoped it would lead to a com plete reunion 
of all shades of opinion am ong Irishm en in 
general ami in the Irish Parliam entary 
party in particular. 
Certainly, he said, it 
will not hinder tlie progress of autonom y, 
or, in other words, o ’ the movem ent for the 
self-governm ent of Ireland. 


F A M I L Y A F F A I R S . 
London, Oct. 7.—A news agency states 
that am ong his com plicated private affairs 
Mr. Parnell left unsettled the question of 
the custody o. his wile’s younger children.

BIOGRAPHICAL. 
Charles S tew art Parnell was born a t Avon­ 
dale, C ounty Wick low, Ireland, in 1840. 
He in­ 
herited his belligerent aud aggressive qualities 
Irom a source no fu rth er back th a n his grand­ 
father. Com m odore Charles S tew art, the fam ous 
com m ander of the frigate C onstitution, whose 
rem arkable capture, in xingle fight, of tbe tw o 
British m eu-o'-war L evant and Cyane won for 
him the surnam e ot Old Ironsides. 
On the oth er side of the house Mr. Parnell was 
the lineal descendant of T hom as Parnell. Esq., 
who owned estates in Congieton, Cheshire. Eng­ 
land, and settled in Ireland during the reign of 
Ch iries II.. ab o u t Iti.'JO. It would la? a laborious 
task to follow o u t all the lim bs of a genealogical 
tree as old and far-spreading as th a t whien 
sprung from T hom as Parnell of Cheshire, who 
died ab o u t 170*), leaving his estates in England 
and Ireland to his eldcct son, T hom as Parnell, 
J r., then a fam ous poet and afterw ard arch ­ 
deacon of Clogher,prebendary of Dublin an d vicar 
of Fingloss. 
After h:x death, iu 1717, the baronetcy and 
estates descended to Jo h n Parneil, Esq., mem­ 
ber of parliam ent for the borough of G rau ard 
and xuboequeutly one of the judges of the king’s 
bench. 
He m arried M ary, daughter of T hom as 
Whit shed, lord chief justice of the king's bench. 
The issue of this union was three sous an d one 
daughter. Ti e estates ultim ately descended to 
Jo tm i’arneli, h a r t., third son, who was re­ 
turned to p arliam en t for the town ot May- 
borough in 1761. 
He was com m issioner of the 
revenue, aud by p a ten t of 176*1 was created a 
b aro n et of Ireiand. 
He m arried Anne W ard, a 
descendant of the L ady .Sophia W oiulout and 
tbe earl of P eterb o ro u g h , and died iu i7 8 ^ , 
leaving one son, the R t. lio n . Sir Jo h n Parneil. 
chancellor of the exchequer, lord of the tivos 
ury and groom of his m ajesty's m ost houorable 
private council, who died In 1801, alter a long 
and distinguished life, leaving hix eldest son, 
Jo h n Augustus Purnell, heir to bis baronetcy 
H id estates. 
S hortly after the close of the war of 1812, In 
which Com m odore S tew art, com m ander of the 
old C onstitution, played so glorious a p art, 
Misx Stew art, hix only daughter, went to Eng­ 
land, where she subsequently m arried Sir Jotm 
Parnell, the th ird baronet and grandson of tlie 
Right H on. Sir Jo h n Parneil, chancel,or oi the 
exchequer. They rem oved to A vondale, iu the 
county ot Wicklow, Ireland, where 


CHARLES STEWART PA R N E L L 
was born In 1846. He w as educated under a 
p riv ate tu to r, and when eighteen ver.m of ag*- 
wa* se.-t to Magdalene col.eg-. Cambridge, Eng­ 
land. 
S hortly alter graduating tie was initiated 
in to Irish politics, and a t once took uu the 
Cause of the people. 
W ith the acgreKdve, irre­ 
pressible blood of the S tew arts on one side an d 
the p arty xnint and political prestige of the 
P arnells on the other, the young grad u ate was 
a politician by n atu re aud inclination. 
’ B ut,” says Mrs. Parnell of her son, ‘*he did 
not alw ays possess the cool tem per and presence 
of raiud th a t he now show s in hix debates in the 
house of com m ons. 
When a boy he grew so 
angry when his will was disputed th a t hix face 
became purple with passion. He was im perious 
with th e servants, as m ost yout g landlord* in 
th a t country are. and until hix visit to America, 
sho rtly after he becam e of age, he wax a bitter 
Conservative iu politics.” 
H is visit to this co u n try was p artly on p riv ate 
Lusinexh connected with his godfather's e state 
and p artly to stu d y our in stitu tio n s and gov­ 
ernm ent. After hoi ret ura to Ireland his political 
tenets are »*ld lo have changed m arvelously. 
He lowered the rates of his ten an ts and raised 
th e wage-, of those in Lis em ploy. 
In la-aring 
and deportm ent be became quiet and v.eli b al­ 
anced. 
In 1874 Mrs. Parned returned to Amer­ 
ica and settled upon Com m odore fctewart'x es­ 
ta te a t B ordentow n, N J , where she now resides. 
In tne sam e year Charles stew art Parneil m ade 
bis first appearance before I be public as big;) sber- 
i8 County Wicklow, Ireland. 
He ran ior p ar­ 
liam ent on the C atholic and N ational ticket 
and wax defeated. 
The following year he was 
returned to p arliam ent Ly a large m ajo rity 
froin County Meath. 
His freedom of speech, re­ 
gardless of older and m ote experienced men, 
soon provoked the h o stility of Ins Conservative 
fellow m< inhere. 
He alw ays spoke whenever tie 
had anything to say, aud refused to be p u t 
down, with tig- pertinacity of a true Stew art. 
He was n ot gifted with rem arkable eloquence, 
and vvus never w h at m ay be called br. h au t. 
But he was a ready and fluent sp> aker. iu 1878 
h*- was*- **’ed president of the Hom e Rule con­ 
federation, in the plate of Mr. Isaac B utt. 
He 
wax subsequently elected to represent the city 
of Cork. 
He displayed rem arkable ability b oth 
as a parliam entary- d eb ater and tactician, aud 
as an organizer in the in te;est of the Irish Hom e 
Rule p a rty . He identified himself with the ten ­ 
a n t farm ers ot irelaud In the struggles with ab ­ 
senteeism and high rents, and wax chiefly in stru ­ 
m ental in formiug and sustaining the laud 
league of 1879-80. 


C A U SED G LA D STO N E •> D O W N F A L L . 
The fall of the second G ladstone cabinet is 
chargeable to Charles 8 tew art Parnell, tbe Irish 
ag itato r. 
Ever since G ladstone's accession to 
the prem iership, the Irish m em ber voted v.ith 
the governm ent. 
Parnell, however, thinking 
th a t his p a rty had been given httio else th an 
prom ises, withdrew his su p p o rt. 
In 1879 Mr. Parnell m ade a visit to the United 
S tates w ith the design ot interesting the Insh- 
Aruerlean p o p u lation in th e cause of the land 
league. 
While in th a t country he lectured be­ 
fore several sta te legislatures aud finally belore 
the house of representatives a t W ashington. 
Tbe honor of addressing this branch of congress 
had previously been conferred upon but three 
persons—L afayette, K ossuth and Bishop Eng­ 
land of Charleston. 
Upon his retu rn borne he became b itte r in his 
a ttitu d e to w ard s the landlords and the govern­ 
m ent, and it w as charged th a t this led to d iso r­ 
der m Ireland. 
F rom this charge ne was subse­ 
quently vindicated. In November. 18S0, infor­ 
m ations were laid by tbe Irish a tto rn e y general 
against Mr. P arnell and other m em bers of th e 
land league executive. The tria l ended in a dis­ 
agreem ent of tbe judges. 
In the opening of the 
session of 1881 the governm ent brought in a co­ 
ercion bill, aud to th a t m easure, as well as to the 
arm * bill, Mr. Parnell am i his colleagues offered 
ah o b stru ctio n s possible, prolonged over seven 
weeks. 
Feb. 3 ne and thirty-four of his lollow- 
ers were rem oved bv the sergeant-at-arm s for 
causing o b struction la the house of com m ons. 
L and leagedem onstrations followed the passage 
of the laud act, and the governm ent proclaim ed 
the land league to be an illegal association, and 
.Mr. Parnell issued the "no ren t” m anifesto. Mr. 
pHrtiell rem ained in K ilm ainham jail till April, 
1882, when he whs released on parole in or Jer 
to atten d the funeral of a relative. 
He vvaB for­ 
m ally released May 2. Then followed the resig­ 
n atio n of Mr. F o rster an d L o rd Cow per, tbe 
Phoenix P ark m urders and the sto rm y debates 
on the crim es bill. 
In these scenes and the subsequent organiza­ 
tion ol the N ational league in 1883, and in p a r­ 
liam ent in 1884-5, Mr. P arnell was the m ost 
conspicuous figure. 
On the dissolution of p ar­ 
liam ent he returned, backed by eighty-five mem­ 
bers. 
It was to meet th is situ atio n th a t Mr. 
G ladstone proposed home rule, in which lie was 
supported by Mr. Parnell and the whole strength 
of his p arty . 
Tbe sensations growing out of the 
Parnell com m ission and the Tim es libel suit are 
of to o recent occurrence to need special m ention 
here.

Eng­ 
lish travelers and residents of the 
country naturally entertain a very 
different opinion, and sometimes find 
the superstitions of the natives atrial 
hard to bear. Dr. Willis in his “Land 
of the Lion and the Sun,” recounts 
one of his own experiences: 
In my first house in Shiraz, an old 
and handsome one, I was continually 
annoyed by a buzzing, as of the wind­ 
ing of clock work. This, I was told, 
proceeded from the snakes, but I 
never saw one, though the buzzing 
was to be heard in all parts of the 
house. 
One morning I was attracted by an 
unusual twittering of birds, and on 
looking out saw some thirty sparrows 
on the top of a wall, all jumping 
about in an excited manner, chatter­ 
ing and opening their beaks as if en­ 
raged. 
At first I was at a loss to under­ 
stand the cause of such a commotion, 
but presently I saw a pale yellow 
snake advancing deliberately upon the 
birds from the wooden window frame, 
out of which he hung. They appeared 
to be all of them quite fascinated, and 
none of them attem pted to fly away.

W hat a P o u n d o f C o a l R e p r e s e n t s . 
A curious and interesting calcula­ 
tion has been made by Professor 
Rogers, of Washington, on the dyn­ 
amic power of coal. According to the 
professor, a single pound of good 
steam coal has within it dynamic 
power equivalent to the work of one 
man for one day. Three tons of the 
same coal represent a m an’s labor for 
the period of 20 years, and one square 
mile of a seam of coal, having a depth 
of four feet only, represents as much 
work as one million men can perform 
in 20 years. Such calculations as the 
above serve to remind us how very 
wasteful our methods of burning fuel 
are, in spite of the efforts of inventors 
in the direction of economy. 


S o m e t h i n * A b o u t A r tific ia l F e r t il i z ­ 
e r s 
The elements which generally give 
out first in cultivated soils are nitro­ 
gen, phosphoric acid and 
potash. 
When a soil begifis to show signs of 
unproductiveness, the lack of one or 
all of these constituents is almost uni­ 
versally indicated. 
Nitrogen is one of the essential ele­ 
ments of plant growth, and is most 
available as plant food in the form of 
two of its compounds, nitric acid and 
ammonia. 
Both of these substances 
arc produced by the decomposition of 
animal and vegetal^ m atter. 
They 
also exist in small quantities in the 
atmosphere, and may be washed down 
into the soil, where they become, in 
one torm or another, food for plants. 
But the chief supply of nitric acid is 
obtained by the decay of organic m at­ 
ter through the chemical 
process 
known as nitrification, by which the 
nitrogen contained in the organic m at­ 
ter is separated from the carbon with 
which it is combined and converted 
into nitric acid. When thus liberated 
the nitric acid combines with certain 
bases in the soil and forms nitrates, 
such as nitrates of lime or soda or 
potash. These nitrates are easily dis­ 
solved and readily absorbed by the 
roots of plants. 
Thus, by the “al­ 
chemy of nature,” nitrogen, which 
rarely exists in a state to bo assimi­ 
lated directly by plants, is trans­ 
formed into available form for their 
use. 
Phosphoric acid, the second of these 
essential elements, is not found in a 
free state, but always in combination 
with such substance as soda, lime, po­ 
tash, etc. The most common form in 
which it is found is phosphate of lime, 
of which bones, South Carolina rock 
and a green mineral known as apatite, 
are largely composed. 
Potash is usually applied 
111 the 
form of salts, such as carbonate of 
potash, chloride of potash, etc. Wood 
ashes are especially rich in carbonate 
of potash. Another source of supply 
is the various “potash salts,'’ chiefly 
obtained from Germany. The chloride 
or “muriate” of potash is largely used 
as a fertilizer in this country. 
Well-made barnyard manure con­ 
tains ail the elements of plant focal in 
due proportion and if itcan beobtain- 
ed in sufficient quantity and in tHe 
best condition the farmer need go 110 
farther in quest of fertilizer. But it is 
a rare manure heat that has not lost, 
in one way or another, some part of 
its most im portant elements. It is 
amazing, considering how dependent 
the farmer is upon a full supply of the 
l)€st fertilizer, th at so few take the 
necessary pains to preserve their 
stable manuie in the best way. 
But it is seldom that a soil that has 
been long under cultivation can be 
maintained in a high state of fertility 


011 barnyard manure alone. Artificial 
manures are needed to supply the nec­ 
essary nitrogen, potash and phos­ 
phoric acid, and so it becomes a 
question of immense importance to 
the great agricultural industry that 
these fertilizers should be what they 
profess to be, and procurable at a 
price no higher than their real value. 
The utility of State and national 
analyses of these commercial fertili­ 
zers, showing just what their constit­ 
uents are, and the agricultural value 
of the ingredients, has been thorough­ 
ly demonstrated; for many humbugs 
and extortions have been exposed by 
them, and no purchaser who will keep 
himself informed 011 the subject need 
be deceived into buying a worthless 
“fertilzcr” at a high—or any—price. 
But in the application of these fer­ 
tilizers the farmer must find out for 
himself by experiment what his soil 
lacks. 
Soil analyses are often mis­ 
leading, and it is much better to ap­ 
ply different fertilizers to a number of 
plots and note their effects. 
In this 
way every farm may become an “ex- 
periment station,” to the great ad­ 
vantage of the owner. 


W a s h in g B u t t e r in t h e C h u r n . 
The churn is stopped when the but­ 
ter is in granules, about the size of 
wheat kernels, and has come to the 
top of the buttermilk, shining sweet 
and golden through its w hite covering. 
The buttermilk is then drawn off into 
a pail, which has a wire sieve set into 
it. When the butter grannies begin to 
run into the sieve, cold water is 
thrown into the chum upon the but­ 
ter, the cover put 011 and the churn 
revolved from one to three times, ae- 
•ording tc the temperature of the 
water, as I do not wish to have the 
butter gather until it is thoroughly 
washed and salted. 
Sometimes—not 
often—the but ter will seem to hang in 
the buttermilk, will not rise to the 
top, and hardly any buttermilk can 
be drawn off; then a pailful of cold 
water should be added, the churn re­ 
volved a few times, and the butter­ 
milk can be drawn off as before. The 
butter should not be handled in any 
way either with the hand or ladledur- 
ingthe washing or salting, as itcannot 
be done without gathering more or 
less, and it is very necessary that 
each granule should be distinct until 
it receives its seasoning of salt. Sim­ 
ply pour in the water, revolve the 
churn a few times, draw off the water, 
and repeat until the water runs off 
clear. If you are so unfortunate as 
to have specks in your cream, this 
washing will remove the particles, so 
that there will be none left in the but­ 
ter. 
If this water is very cold—38 
to 40 degrees or lower—the last water 
is warmed to 58 degrees, and the 
churn turned only once; then it is 
drawn off immediately. The butter 
should test about 52 degrees when 
ready to salt; it is then allowed to 
drain while the salt is prepared. Un­ 
less you have seen freshly washed 
blitter just a t this stage, you cannot 
imagine how beautiful it is, each par­ 
ticle by itself, cool and fragrant, and 
of the rich golden color that it will be 
ordinarily after standing 24 hours.— 
Mrs. 11. D. Shat tuck.

L a n d T o o R ic h F o r S t r a w b e r r i e s . 
1 was recently talking with a friend 
who lives only two miles from Mr. C., 
and who marketed last year $500 
worth of strawberries from an acre 
and onehalf, and he told me that his 
crop would have been moresatisfac- 
tory and yielded more money if the 
land had been poorer. It was a piece 
which had been heavily manured for 
cabbages and 
onions for 
several 
years, and the growth of foliage was 
excessive and the fruit so soft that it 
was difficult to get to market, six 
miles away, in a perfect shape. The 
varieties were Bubach and llaverland 
pollenized with Jessie and Glendale. 
He charged the softness to an over- 
supply of nitrogenous manure in tVie 
soil, or the same cause th at makes 
wheat lodge. Had this field been 
planted to early potatoes, then sowed 
to wheat or st oclced with clover, plow­ 
ing under the young clover the next, 
spring, and then planted to strawber­ 
ries, probably 200 bushels of pota­ 
toes and 80 of wheat per acre could 
have been taken off without at all im­ 
pairing the soil for strawberries. Mr. 
’Perry, who, by a three years’ ro ta­ 
tion of potatoes, wheat and clover, 
gives no opportunity to the white 
grub, plants strawberries on a rich 
clover sod. and manures but slightly, 
so as not to lodge the w heat which fol­ 
lows the strawberries, the latter being 
planted in a corner of the potato field. 
Mr. T. gets very successful yields of 
strawberries in this way on bind th at 
produces one year with another 2H or 
80 bushels of wheat per acre, so this 
is a very good guage for the requisite 
fertility of strawl>erryground.—Vick’s 
Magazine. 


B lin d S t a * * e r s in H o g s 
W hat is termed blind staggers ir. 
hogs when they wheel around or 1 un 
against anything as t hough they were 
blind, is simply an excessive flow of 
blood to the head, caused from some 
slight derangement in 
stomach or 
digestive organs, either caused from 
overfeed or irregular or improper 
food. When the hog is first discover­ 
ed to he affected with staggers, catch 
it and lay it, upon its side, and with a 
sharp knife split the skin on its fore­ 
head, immediately over the 
brain, 
make the split three inches long, and 
skin it back one and a half inches 
from the lip of the wound on each 
side and pack full of line salt, press 
the lips of the wound as close to­ 
gether as you can. Nothing more 
will be necessary, as the hog will be 
well in a few hours. 
I have cured 
cases that were considered hopeless, 
and in less than one hour the hog 
would eat food that was offered it. I 
have y**t to hear of the first case 
where the hog died from staggers 
after they had been treated in this 
way. 


P o i n t s o f a G o o d D a ir y C o w . 
In buying or rearing dairy cows, al­ 
ways try to have them of some good 
breed. Grades of the Ayrshire, Alder­ 
ney or Shorthorns are the best. She 
should be of medium size; fine head; 
very broad between the eyes; eye of a 
mild and pleasant expression; small 
horns of a waxy color preferred; 
rather a long neck, which must be 
thin but may be deep; barrel round, 
and ribs arching well from the back; 
body long; back straight; hips broad— 
can scarcely be too much so; tall fall­ 
ing at right angles with the back, and 
should be long and finejhind-quarters 
rather long and thin; udder well de­ 
veloped, 
particularly 
the forward 
part of it; teats standing w’ell apart, 
of medium size, and pointing forward; 
the coat should be of medium length 
fine, and qfa silky feel; the skin should 
be loose and mellow and of a yellowish 
tinge. 
Experience has taught us th at a 
cow combining the greatest number 
of fthe above points is the most pro­ 
fitable for the dairyman to keep. 
Such a cow will give a greater quanti­ 
ty and a better quality of milk than a 
larger and co«*rser animal. Our ex­ 
perience has been confined almost en­ 
tirely to the native, but we believe 
th at judicious crossing with milking 
"amUies of thoroughbreds would re­ 
sult in immense advantage to the 
dairy farmer. We would not advise 


R ed W a te r. 
This is a disease of badly fed cows 
which suffer from indigestion the re­ 
sult of which is to disturb the func­ 
tions of the liver and change the con­ 
dition of the blood. The blood is thin 
and watery from a deficiency of fib- 
rine and red globules, which are lost 
through the kidneys and communi­ 
cate adark brown, red or black color 
to the urine. Cattle, feeding in woods 
or swanqjs and forced to eat coarse 
unwholesome herbage, are usually af­ 
fected in this manner. The method of 
prevention is obvious. The mode of 
cure is to give an active purgative to 
relieve the liver; a pint of raw linseed 
or olive oil, with two drachms of pho- 
dophillm, may be given after which 
copious drinks of linseed tea, with two- 
drachm dow*s of chocolate of potassa. 
add two drachms of powdered ginger, 
should be continued for several days. 
Nutritious and easily digested food, 
as bran mashes cut feed with ground 
corn and oats, or chopped oats, are 
required. 


K e e p t h e T u r k e y s a t H o m e . 
An exchange says that “Turkeys will 
thrive better and makea better growth 
if they can be given a free range at 
least till cold weather.” Tfiis is very 
true. But the late garden crops and 
the newly so wed fields on the farm of 
their owner w ill not be benefit ted by 
giving the turkeys t his degree of liber - 
ty. Neither will the crops and fields 
of neighboring farms l»e made better 
and, judging from w hat has occurred 
in the past, it is safe to say that the 
tenqier of the owners of these farms 
will not be improved by having their 
land tramped over by flocks of other 
people’s turkeys, which are combining 
healthfjl exercise with a search for 
forage. If a man wants to let histur- 
keys roam over his ow n land, he has a 
right to do so, even if they do prove 
mischievous, but he can hardly go so 
far as to claim a right to allow them 
to range in gardens and fields w hich 
belong to other men.

It H a s a S o c i a l V a lu e W h ic h Is N o t 
E a s ily O v e r e s t i m a t e d . 
A great deal has been said of the 
charms of the old French salons, 
those delightful reunions were the 
brightest spirits of a sparkling era met 
in free and familiar converse, each 
showing his own best and drawing 
out the best of others. The peculiar 
grace of the old salon has passed away 
wit hthe days of the old regime. Even in 
France the salon of this century is 
not that of the last. “Other people, 
other ways.” The society which com­ 
posed the salons of the eighteenth cent­ 
ury was like a brilliant grow th of pop­ 
pies and corn-flowers nodding and 
moving in the breeze upon the roof a 
thatched cottage. Beautiful in itsell, 
this groAVth is but a token of the 
age 
of the 
rotting 
thatch 
and 
that of the ruined dwelling beneath it. 
It needed but the tap of a child’sham ­ 
mer upon the tottering lintels, and 
almost in a breath there was nothing 
left but a heap of debris, and here and 
there an astonished flower left living 
and wondering in the midst of the 
destruction. 
What were some of the influences 
which fostered the gay flowers of the 
old salon? First ol all was the freedom 
that comes from assured position and 
social equality. Bowing to the mon­ 
arch as the one supreme, and ignoring 
the great masses below them with an 
unconscious selfishness incomprehens­ 
ible to-day, the men and women Avho 
composed the 
salons were on 
a 
social plane that admitted but slight 
inequalities. They understood each 
other. If there were bickerings and 
jealousies, they were—like the differ­ 
ences in a well-disciplined family—kept 
beneath the surface. Every member 
of acircle was known to all the others, 
not superficially, but thoroughly; not 
only each in his own person; but each 
historically, that is, 111 the history of 
his ancestors: This sort ot acquaint­ 
ance is essent ial to the freest ex­ 
change of thought and epigram. No 
slight test allusion or turn of a phrase 
is lost. The brightest sallies of Avit, 
the keenest flashes of wisdom, are 
those which are uttered in a strictly 
family circle, where all the members 
are bright and cultivated, and though 
often widely differing, are yet united 
by an electric touch of sympathy. 
This sympathetic freedom was the 
ozone of the French salon. Its sun­ 
shine, soft and genial, if not penetrat­ 
ing, w as good humor. 
The society of men and women who 
look at all tilings in the pleasantest 
light, who never take unmeant affronts, 
whose 
presence is always oil upon 
the troubled waters, must of necessity 
be agreeable. The French have always 
appreciated this, and have cultivated 
good humor as a polite accomplish­ 
ment. 
By other nations this has sometimes 
been deemed a token of incincerity. 
Not so. To be always good humored 
is simply to ignore offenses wherever 
this is possible; to bear no grudge; to 
utter 110 rash criticisms; to respect the 
pet foibles of one’s associates; to tol­ 
erate all amiable weaknesses; to not 
see. or, sgping, to ignor, al! the attempts 
of the rudely nurtured to slight or to 
snub those whom they care not to 
favor; and even to submit to any en­ 
durable amount of imposition rather 
than to disturb the general jieaee—in 
short, to think more of the common 
good will and happiness than of one s 
own individual tastes, prejudices, de­ 
sires, or even rights that are not es­ 
sential to one’s own moral and phy­ 
sical well-being or to that of other per­ 
sons.—From Harper’s Bazar.

A g r ic u lt u r a l B r e v it ie s . 
Kindly care of 
stock 
promotes 
growth and increases fatness. 
The Shropshire sheep is one of the 
best of the mutton breeds, and gives 
a good fleece besides. 


With many crops the margin of 
prolit and loss is determined by 
the 
greater or less care bestowed in their 
cultivation. 
At the Eastern Maine Fair a cheese 
manufacturer exhibited several eight- 
pound cheeses—just the thing for fam­ 
ily supply where a large cheese is not 
wanted. 
The eyesight sometimes fails in 
horses as in men, and the dimness of 
vision causes them to shy at familiar 
objects. A London doctor cured the 
defect by fitting his horse with a pair 
of spectacles. 
“Old process” linseed meal is good 
food for swine, and may profitably' 
form part of the ordinary ration. Un­ 
like most other foods th at produce 
fat rapidly, it is a laxative, and for 
this reason insures a healthy condi­ 
tion of the system. 
The Poland China hogs originated 
in the Miami Valley, Ohio, as early as 
1835. Since that time 110 blood has 
been introduced. The breed is the 
leading favorite at t lie West, and is 
noted for size, symmetry, docility', 
early m aturity and aptitude to fat ten 
at any age. 
At a recent Horticultural Society 
meeting it was suggested th at it would 
be a good thing to 
erect 
a 
small 
shanty or packing room in large or­ 
chards. Such a building, it was urged, 
would be found convenient for storing 
the fruit against exposure, and also 
serve as shelter for the pickers from 
a sudden rairfall. 
The National Stockman wisely rec­ 
ommends that boars’ tusks, as well 
as bull’s horns, should l>e removed. 
Depriving a boar of his tusks seems to 
take from him much of his natural 
ferocity, which is often exhibited in a 
very dangerous way'. When these of­ 
fensive weapons are gone he willingly 
yields the \yalk to other farm ani­ 
mals. 
Dehorning cattle is strenuously op­ 
posed by some humane persons on the 
ground of cruelty. It is not a sound 
objection, because cattle frequently' 
inflict serious injury upon each other 
with their sharp horns, causing, 
in 
fact, more suffering often than the re­ 
moval of the horn does. But the op­ 
eration should be performed, as far as 
possible, when the animal is young; 
and “breeding off” is better than saw 
ing or cutting off.

A lady’s bonnet in Chili costs from 
$30 to $100, dress silk from $0 to $20 
the yard, and the modiste will charge 
you from $30 to $50 for making it. 
In Santiago I paid $12 the dozen for 
linen handkerchiefs of small size and 
ordinary' quality, and $18 for a paiy 
of button boots which at home would 
have cost about $4.50. I am inform­ 
ed that a gentleman’s suit of common 
clothes costs from $00 to $100, and a 
pair of patent leather shoes from $15 
to $30, and a silk hat not less than 
$25. Breadstuffs are correspondingly 
high and far beyond the reach of the 
poor Rotos.

S in g u la r S o u t h e r n S u p e r s t i t i o n 
P r e v a l e n t A m o n * N e g r o e s . 
The case of Prof. Janies Haley, of 
this city, who is dying of blood poison 
from the effects of breaking the skin 
on iiis knuckles against the teeth of 
an unknown man 011 Sept. 12, recalls 
a popular superstition among the 
colored people of the South. They 
believe that some men have bluegurns, 
and that the bite of a blue gum is cer­ 
tain death. 
No one knows how or where the 
superstition originated, but there are 
few negroes in the Southern States 
who are not firm believers in it. 
If the man struck by Professor Haley 
has bluegurns, then, according to the 
superstition, nothing can sAve him, 
and he will be fortunate if he escapes 
the horrors of hydrophobia before 
death comes to his relief. 
The blue gums are supposed to con­ 
tain a deadly poison. The effect of 
this poison is said to produce frequent­ 
ly spasms in the victim similar to 
hydrophobia. 
When negroes engage in a rough and 
tumble fight, they often use their teeth 
with good effect. A negro bitten in a 
fight first tries to ascertain if his op­ 
ponent had blue gums. If his fears 
are confirmed, he makes no effort to 
heal the wounds, but begins at once 
to prepare for death. Imagination 
may have much to do with it, but 
they usually die when they believe 
they have received a bite from a man 
with blue gums. 
This fatal superstition is so well 
known in the South that it has often 
been the subject of investigation by 
physicians. 
They have found a few 
negroes whose gums looked blue, but 
they were never able fully to establish 
the fact that the blue gums contained 
poison. 
Most physicians who have investi­ 
gated the m atter declare it is a super­ 
stition and nothing more, but that 
does not lessen the average negro’s 
dread of a man with blue gums. 
A negro who once becomes known as 
a blue gum is ever after a terror to 
other members of his race. 
Should 
he ever become involved in a fight he 
would most likely be shot or stabbed 
before lie would have an opportunity 
to poison his antagonist by a bite of 
the teeth. 
In the news columns of the southern 
papers stories of death from the bite 
of a blue-gum negro are not infrequent. 
In most cases the symptoms are 
those of ordinary blood poisoning. 
Sometimes the victim lingers fqr 
weeks after being bitten, finally dying 
in terrible agony. 
In most cases, 
however, 
death results within ten 
days.—Baltimore News.

The farmers in the Red River Val­ 
ley who failed to stack their grain are 
in a sorry plight and the fact can no 
longer be concealed that that portion 
of the harvest will be practically 
ruined iD many fields. 
The wet sea­ 
son has blighted the promise of the 
most bountiful harvest in the history 
of the country. 
The writer has been 
in Norman county during the past 
week, and while in that section the 
injury will not be as great as in ad­ 
joining counties, it is bad enough. 
Thousands of acres of wheat stand in 
the shock upon the prairies, and for 
several weeks the farmers have been 
forced to see their promising harvest 
spoiling and were utterly helpless. 
The drenchiug rain descended as 
soon as the threshing time opened 
and has been almost continuous since, 
so much so that but from ten to fifteen 
days threshing has been done. 
The 
farmers are almost frantic as their 
crop, if the weather would permit 
threshing from this on. would at best 
be an off grade. 
In the northern part 
of the state the wheat stacks and , 
shocks are standing in from six inches 
to a foot of water in many places, and 
the ground is so wet that it is almost 
impossible to move the machines and 
engines from one field to another. I

The population of France has been 
steadily decreasing, or, at least, its 
rate of increase has been steadily di- 
minisning, and the dwindling process 
has gone on continuously over a longer 
period than io supposed. 
The loss is 
double, for It Is Doth relative an! 
actual. 
In the ten years from 1770 to 
1780, in a population of 1,000 the 
number of children born was 38. 
In 
the following decade it was 32, and 
then it same to 30, 28, 27, 26, till in 
the decade of 1870 to 1880 it was only 
24. 
Of course there were special 
causes 
of this decline—e. g., the 
1 ranco-i'russtan war and the poverty 
which followed the injury to the na­ 
tional credit. 
But still for a century 
the descent has been constant. 
The 
details of the annual increase of popu­ 
lation are in many ways surprising. 
England, which might be expected to 
head the list is second. 
The German 
population increases at the rate of 14 
to the 1,000; the English at 12; next, 
but at a long interval is Australia, 
and then follows Italy. 
Hungary and 
Sweden are the same, and iast on the 
list is France.
